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Some Greenbelt Station Issues 
Resolved, Others Concern City

When the Greenbelt City 
Council holds a work session in 
the council chamber, its members 
seat themselves around a large 
conference table across the front 
of the room and below the po- 
dium, sharing it with members of 
the group with whom they are 
conferring. This arrangement, of 
course, reduces the floor space 
available for seating the public. 

Since the equipment room juts 
from the rear wall closest to the 
entrance but nothing is in front 
of the rear wall in the other half 
of the room, seats are customar- 
ily arranged in two triangular 
spaces separated by an aisle. A 
small triangle is on the right, a 
much larger one on the left. 

Five or six people were al- 
ready dispersed between the two 
seating areas when I entered the 
room for the council work ses- 
sion on July 23. Others then 
strolled in, mostly members of 
CCRIC (Citizens to Conserve and 
Restore Indian Creek). One by 
one the newcomers joined friends 
in the nearer triangle of seats un- 
til almost every chair was filled. 

A little later about a dozen 
folks entered as a group — each 
one wearing a stick-on label with 
the legend, “I Support Greenbelt 





Station.” Apparently members of 
a group organized by supporters 
of County Executive Wayne 
Curry, they filled in the remain- 
ing seats in the larger triangle of 
space. For a moment there it 
looked a bit like “us vs. them.”

Soon city staff and representa- 
tives of Metroland, LLC, began 
to take seats at the conference 
table; council itself, delayed by a 
previous meeting, was slow to ar- 
rive. 

Mayor Judith Davis, noting 
the presence of so many visitors, 
took a few moments to welcome 
them and explain that no actions 
would be taken that evening. 
She expressed delight that they 
were there, since she was aware 
that many county citizens had 
been led to believe that Greenbelt 
was opposed to development; 


they would be able to learn for 
themselves that that is not the 
case, she said. 

On the other hand, 
Greenbelters are concerned, she 
emphasized, that a number of im- 
portant issues still need to be re- 
solved. The meeting’s purpose 
was to bring the city and devel- 
opers closer together on how to 
resolve them. She assured the 
visitors that each would have an 


opportunity to speak, once the 


developers’ representatives and 
councilmembers had completed 
their discussion. 
New Partner 

Besides the contingent of visi- 
tors, someone else was new at 
the meeting—Morton Levine, 
whom Norman Rivera, Metroland 
attorney, introduced as president 
of The Associated Companies, a 
Metroland partner. Levine then 
introduced himself and his 35- 
year experience as a developer of 
mixed-use projects in the Wash- 
ington area. Among those he 
cited were a quality development 
in Germantown, Ashburn Village 
in Virginia, and Waters Landing 
in Montgomery County. With

Zoning Problems Delay Erecting Observatory

It seemed simple enough. The 
Greenbelt Astronomy Club 
wanted an observatory. Mont- 
gomery College wanted to get rid 
of one. A perfect match, it 
seemed. And things went well at 
the start. The city agreed to help 
transport and store the structure 
and on March 16 the observatory 
came to Greenbelt. 

Now all the club needed was 
permission to install the structure 
in the Northway fields area where 
there was less light pollution than 
elsewhere in the city. But the 
club soon learned that they were 
about to enter the world of plan- 
ning and zoning, where nothing 
is a simple as it seems. 

Matters were further compli- 
cated by poor communications. 
John Settle, president of the club, 
felt that he was rudely treated 
when he appeared before council 
on May 14 seeking “contributions 
group” status for the club. City 
staff were frustrated by the e- 
mails sent to councilmembers and 
club members complaining that 
the city was not moving fast 
enough. 

At the July 16 meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council, Director 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment Celia Craze updated 
council on the observatory’s sta- 
tus. She had previously expected 
to have a recommendation for 
council at this meeting, but the 
“ongoing evolution of the plans 
for the Greenbelt Metro Station 


has required the full attention of 
the planning staff.” 

If the Greenbelt Astronomy 
Club owns the observatory, erect- 
ing it on the club’s preferred lo- 
cation would require them to ob- 
tain a special exception from 
zoning regulations. Craze said 
that the process would take 
roughly nine months. City So- 
licitor Robert Manzi noted that it 
could take longer, as the Prince 
George’s County Council does 
not take up zoning cases after 
February or March of an election 
year. 

If, however, the city were to 
own and operate the observatory, 
the use is permitted by right. 
While there are still some regula- 
tions that must be complied with, 
the process would entail “nothing 
onerous,” said Craze. 

Site? 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that he had seen refer- 
ences to the city leasing the site 
to the club. Roberts said that he 
was uncomfortable with this ap- 
proach and suggested that the 
club donate the building to the 
city. While he did not have a 
“real problem” with the 
Northway site, he wanted to see 
which particular sites are being 
considered. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
agreed. The- process would be 
shorter and simpler if Greenbelt 
owned and operated the facility 
similar to what it had done dur- 


ing the initial years of the 
Greenbelt Museum. For discus- 
sion purposes, White said that he 
was willing to support that ap- 
proach so that a specific site 
could be selected, an Advisory 
Planning Board review could be 
completed and the community 
could “get its hands around the 
proposition.” 
Questions 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
was pleased with his colleagues’ 
response. The main issues, he 
Said are 1) can the city stomach 
limited development on the site 
and 2) can the club stomach city 
ownership and operation. He 
added that the city ownership 
would not imply that the city 
would assume all costs related to 
the structure. Mayor Judith

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County Board Approves 
Conceptual Site Plan

The Prince George’s County 
Planning Board of the Maryland- 
National Capitol Park and Plan- 
ning Commission (M-NCPPC) on 
July 26 unanimously approved 
with conditions the proposed 
Conceptual Site Plan _ for 
Greenbelt Station. However, con- 
sideration of the Preliminary Plan 
of Subdivision for Greenbelt Sta- 
tion was continued - for the sec- 
ond time - to Thursday, Sept. 6. 

In the three and a half-hour 
hearing on July 26, which in- 
cluded further testimony, the 
board voted to support its staff's 
recommendation approving the 
concept plan for Greenbelt Sta- 
tion with conditions. At the same 
time a resolution, apparently pre- 
pared in advance and later 
adopted at the meeting, detailed 
the project’s history and staff and 
board’s actions, including modifi- 
cations of several conditions: 
There appear to be some differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether the 
adoption of this resolution fol- 


_lowed the usual procedure for fi- 


nalizing a resolution which, re- 
portedly, takes two to three 
weeks. 

In any event, the Greenbelt 
City Council will consider at the 
next council meeting whether or 
not to appeal the planning

board’s approval of the concept 
plan to the Prince George’s 
County Council. On July 1, the 
city council voted to accept the 
recommendation of its staff to 
oppose both the conceptual site 
plan and the preliminary plan of 
subdivision. A set of 28 recom- 
mendations for changes to make 
the plans acceptable to Greenbelt 
was included in the motion. 

Although the preliminary plan 
of subdivision was originally 
scheduled for the July 12 meet- 
ing, the county board removed it 
from the agenda on the recom- 
mendation of its staff and the 
concurrence of the applicant, 
MetroPark LLC. Staff had re- 
quested additional information 
regarding environmental impacts 
to wetlands, to wooded stream 
buffers and wooded wetland buff- 
ers - permanent impacts that the 
staff believed would have “sig- 
nificant detrimental effects.” 
Since the requested information 
was not received from the appli- — 
cant on July 26, the hearing on 
the preliminary plan was contin- 
ued to September 6. If staff 
does not receive the required in- 
formation in time for the next 
hearing, staff’s recommendation 
for the preliminary plan will be 
an automatic denial. 
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Nat Yalowitz, president of 
NORC, explained tthe 
organization's role and indi- 
cated that Greenbelt was part 
of a national expansion of 
NORC programs. 

The city's new Community 
Resource Advocate, Ann 
MacKenzie, was introduced. 
MacKenzie is a Greenbelt 
resident and has an extensive 
background in human services. 
She will begin her work on 
August 6.

Theodore Lerner, an early partner 


in University Square and 
Charlestowne Village in 
Greenbelt, Levine said he had 
previously worked with 


Westfields, which holds a lease 
within the Greenbelt Station 
properties. 

Levine stressed his experience 
with wetlands 
issues, having 
worked with the 
Army Corps of 
Engineers and 
also with gov- 
ernmental juris- 
dictions to cre- 
ate “an enjoy- 
able environ- 
ment to live in. 
We think we 
know how to do it,” he said. 
Working together with the city, 
he expressed his belief that they 
could create “a viable project that 
Greenbelt can be proud of.” 

Concessions ! 

Rivera, who had spent the af- 
ternoon in meetings with 
Greenbelt’s planning staff, began 
by describing several changes in 
the developers’ proposal. _Fol- 
lowing the wishes of College 
Park, they were reducing the 
maximum building height from 


20 to 12 stories in line with the. 


Sectional Map Amendment rec- 
ommendations. (However, it 
turned out that this limit might 
later be lifted if the lesser height 
were not economically viable.) 
Rivera said the developers 
were also sensitive to worries of 
College Park that water control 
measures might lead to offsite 
flooding. They were gathering 
hydrology data for the Corps of 
Engineers and working with the 
Maryland Department of the En- 
vironment to reduce wetlands im- 
pacts from 3.5 acres to 0.5 acres. 
The alignment of the proposed 
north-south road had been moved 
closer to the railroad tracks also 
to reduce wetlands impacts, 
Rivera said. 
Westfields supported the main 
street concept design, he reported 
They were “flexible” and 
wanted to work with the city, 
Rivera stressed. They were 
working on designing a better ar- 
rangement of units and better 
parking arrangements to maxi- 
mize a transit oriented plan. 
Levine, speaking from his ex- 
perience with other projects, ar- 
gued that Greenbelt’s concern 
about the development’s impact 
on the city’s police force could 
be dealt with by an internal im- 
pact fee — a certain amount for 
each square foot of space to fund 
a security system. “It’s a good 
way to fund shortfalls,’ he urged. 
Rivera discussed issues dealing 
with schools, mandatory dedica- 
tion of space for recreational pur- 
poses and flexibility in meeting 
city concerns about the alignment 
of internal roads. “It’s better to 
have a win-win situation,” he as- 
sured council. 
Council Reactions 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts adamantly objected to the 
proposed north-south road within 
the conceptual site plan. He 
wondered if the existing rail line 
could be used to move people 
between the north and south core 
areas of the project. “There are 
statuary distances between sta- 
tions,’ Levine countered. Later 
Rivera suggested that a shuttle 
service, “even a private one,” 
might serve the purpose. “We 
would not want people to drive 
from north to south,” he said. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
thanked Levine for. attending the

meeting and for bringing new 
ideas and talking about the nu- 
ances of development possibili- 
ties. Levine agreed that this was 
a complex process, involving 
many different jurisdictions and a 
number of investors and partici- 
pants.

Audience Responses 

Kevin Jefferson of Mandan 
Terrace, wearing an “I support 
Greenbelt Station” sticker, spoke 
in favor of the project. Describ- 
ing Austin, Texas, as a model 
mix of commercial and attractive 
environmental spaces, he felt that 
this project could succeed in the 
same way. “The bike path and 
trees are critical,” he said. 

Burn Kelly, a site planner 
hired by CCRIC, said, “Almost 
everyone in this room wants this 
project,’ which had gone through 
“many iterations.” He saw the 
north-south road, however, as a 
major problem.” 

Councilmember Thomas 
White, recounting the experience 
of his 28 years on the city coun- 
cil, recapitulated the city’s history 
with developers. “It is not by 
accident that Greenbelt has high 
quality development,” he said. 
He cited Capital Office Park, the 
Golden Triangle, and the Mary- 
land Trade Center as three 
projects that came about because 
council intervened with develop- 
ers to suggest grander ideas than 
they had originally had in mind. 

“We’re in the concept phase,” 
he said. “It’s a moving target. 
We’re not there yet, but it looks 
like it’s moving there.” 

Irving Reed of Lake Arbor, 
Mitchellville, commented that 
“this is bigger than Greenbelt. 
This is the county. There's a tre- 
mendous amount of interest in 
this project.” A petition signed 
by 1,200 people in favor of the 
Metroland development had been 
introduced into the public record 
and presented at the County’s 
Planning Board hearing on July 12. 

CCRIC Chair Pat Blankenship 
of Berwyn Heights pointed out 
that the site contains a tributary 
of the Anacostia River. “It has 
to be a viable living community. 
It could be a gem,” she said. 

Former state delegate Michael 
Arrington, argued that the devel- 
opment “would be for the greater 
good of Prince George’s County. 
There were 1100 parties of 
record who support the project.” 
He charged Greenbelt with being 
parochial. 

Councilmember Roberts an- 
swered that “gridlock is not for 
the greater good of the county.” 

Later CCRIC member Sylvia 
Lewis, said: “I haven’t heard 
anyone speaking against the 
project. Everyone spoke about 
making this a great project.”

IRS Advance Refund 
Checks Mailed 


The Internal Revenue Service 
is now in its third week of mail- 
ing out the advance tax refund 
payments authorized by Congress 
as a part of the recent income tax 
cuts. Payments will continue un- 
til the end of September and un- 
til all eligible recipients have re- 
ceived checks. — 

In the second week Maryland- 
ers received 170,000 checks aver- 
aging $426 and totaling over $20 
million. These advance refund 
payments are automatic and re- 
quire no actions on the part of 
taxpayers other than cashing the 
checks. Checks are based upon 
reported income for persons pay- 
ing taxes for the year 2000 and 
may range up to $300 for indi- 
viduals and $600 for joint re- 


turns. > os 


Persons who have changed 
their address since filing their re- 
turn will still get their check if 
they have filed change of address 
forms with the U.S. Post Office. 

Prior to the check being sent 
out, recipients receive a notice. 
Some notices and checks may be 
delayed because the IRS has not 
finished processing 2000 returns 
for persons who did not file their 
return until April, 2001.

Washington Ear Asks All to Lend an Ear 


Metropolitan Washington’ Ear 
(“the Ear’) invites’ volunteers to 
read, help with theater escort and 
assist physically and visually im- 
paired people in many other ways. 
“The Ear” enables the disabled to 
“read” (hear) the newspaper, plus 
selected other publications, any 
time of day. or night, seven days 
a week. Using only their touch- 
tone telephones, they can. access 
the available publications when- 
ever they choose. There is no 
charge for the services which 
several Greenbelt residents re- 
ceive. 

Starting early in the morning 
each day, volunteers read the 
Washington Post and USA Today 
into a computer: news and edito- 


rial pages, sports, the larger ads, 


special sections and the weekly 
supplements including TV logs, 
pictures, charts, graphs, and car- 
toons are fully described. 

Other publications include 
Time, Washingtonian, People 
magazines, and the Wall Street 
Journal. With their touch-tone 
telephones, callers can choose 
dozens of categories, go from ar- 
ticle to article, skip and scan, 
jump forward and backward, and 
browse as sighted people do.

They control the speed and vol-

Individual ID numbers are 
used and ‘there is free telephone 
access throughout Maryland, D.C. 
and Virginia. Toll-free lines are 
provided by the states. 

There are many more. interest- 
ing services provided by “the 
Ear” For example, from 7 to 9 
p.m.; volunteers look up items 
from the Yellow Pages and Wash- 
ington Post classifieds. For an- 
other example, sighted volunteers 
provide door-to-door transporta- 
tion to and from performances in 
the Washington area. Low-vision 
or blind patrons may hear, via a 
small earpiece in one ear, a 
trained volunteer. describe stage 
action without bothering others. 
And there are even more services 
and volunteer opportunities.

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Those Were the Days...

Since the last letter I sent to 
you, I have received replies 
from an army of old friends 
and neighbors that lived, 
worked and played in 
Greenbelt before it became a 
crossroad for Interstate high- 
ways from Washington to Bal- 
timore. Never in our wildest 
dreams did we envision the 
housing and population explo- 
sion that has taken place in 
and around Greenbelt. We 
know that we can’t take a gi- 
ant step backward to simpler 
times, nor do we want to do 
so! what will the 
present generation have to re- 
member? 

We all remember what we 
want to remember Times were 
tough back in my day. Walk- 
ing or riding bikes while carry- 
ing a brownbag lunch to 
school was normal. Student 
crossing guards near the el- 
ementary school directed cars 
and children. Reminiscing 
back to my graduation year of 
1945 1 recall with particular 
fondness one of my favorite 
English teachers, Mrs. Violet 
Younger. I think she was a 
Western Maryland College 
graduate and all the young 
men in her classes had a crush 
on her. She instilled in me a 
love for poetry and literature 
which I still enjoy. Our High 
School Principal was John 


Speicher. He was an intelligent 
and understanding man and every- 
one liked him but kept their dis- 
tance because he allowed no fool- 
ishness. Some of my fellow stu- 
dents opted for the Glee Club un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Helen 
Trucksess. She moved the boys 
from soprano to tenor to alto in her 
Glee Club until her operetta’s were 
perfect. _The boys all loved gym 
but I did poorly in baseball and 
basketball because of my height 
(5'-6") but football was a different 
story. Pete Cookson, Paul Strickler, 
Mahion Eshbaugh, Jim Carneal and 
Donald Wolfe rounded out the bas- 
ketball team. We also had some 
other good athletes like Dick 
Burke, Jimmy McCarl, Bobby Hall, 
Jim Griggs and my old buddy Alan 
Taylor. They were a handsome 
sight when in uniform. 

We had a great soccer team 
back ‘in those days coached by 
Jack Zeldin, our Phys-Ed teacher. 
Lately I’ve been crossing off some 
of these names but when we look 
back on where we’ve been and 
what we’ve seen in our own life- 
time, it hasn’t been too bad. Go 
back with me to April 4 and 5, 
1945. The Greenbelt High School 
Glee Club presented “The China 
Shop,” an Original Chinese Oper- 
etta in two acts. The Characters: 
Fat Sing by Le Grand Benefiel; 
Sing Fong by George Neuman; 
Wun Tun by Tim Evans; Mush 
Lush by Ray Bochert; Chunk by 
Clayton McCarl; Mr. Juscot Karfair 
by Philip Dykstra and Lotus Blos- 
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som by Christie Richardson and 
a chorus of three girls called the 
“Three Belles” played by Kay 
Roach, Shirley Mitchell and 
Alice McDertnid. Lucy 
Forrester was Hoy Tee Toy and 
two Chinamen were James 
Bordas and Harry Leiper. We 
made all our own scenery and 
costumes but Mrs. Cotterman 
did the makeup. It was mag- 
nificent and we all had a ball 
and it was a rousing success. I 
think it got us enough funding 
to have our senior banquet. 
Most of the boys went straight 
into the service after graduation 
because World War II was still 
raging in the Pacific. 

Ruth Morgan, a member of 
one of the very first Greenbelt 
families, was a friend of mine 
even before we moved to 
Greenbelt in October of 1937. 
She and I went to Ross El- 
ementary School near Meridian 
Park in uptown Washington, 
D.C. in 1936 before both our 
families qualified to live in 
Greenbelt. The Elementary 
School’s fourth grade class was 
the first to clear a nature trail 
from the baseball field up to In- 
dian Springs. (This was before 
it became “Braden Field.”) We 
pioneered the trail with brush 
hooks and pick axes and it was 
actually dedicated by the 
Mayor. 

Boy Scout Troop 202 spent 
many a campout at Indian 
Springs in the early days. I see

by your paper that the “Old 
Greenbelt Theatre” is. still being 
used. That’s great! My first full- 
time job was usher in that theater 
at 35 cents an hour. I loved 
movies (still do) and it was won- 
derful to get paid to do what I 
loved most. I think I memorized 
all the movies from early 1943 
until I went into the Navy in 
June of 1945. Ticket prices were 
10 cents for kids under 12 and 
25 cents for adults. Jim Carneal, 
myself, Wesley Bryan and others 
had wagons and we lined them 
up at the Co-op Store to carry 
groceries home for the folks that 
didn’t have cars back when we 
were just 10 years old. We had 
an honor system when lining up 
outside. When one wagon 
moved out, the next one moved 
over, took his place and waited 
for the next customer, etc. It was 
particularly busy on Fridays and 
Saturdays and we managed to 
make enough money for the 
weekend as we didn’t get any al- 
lowance at home because the de- 
pression was still on and our par- 
ents didn’t have the extra money. 
We understood and never com- 
plained. When I was 19 and 
postwar peace settled in, I bought 
an old 1931 Chrysler Imperial 
limo that was resurrected and re- 
stored from a junkvard during the 
war. It really did go after we 
overhauled it. It boasted a huge 
Straight-8, 200-hp engine that 
was six feet long. Back then 
gasoline was only 20 cents a gal- 
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lon but that monster took 30 
gallons to drive from 
Greenbelt to Ocean Beach and 
back. It ate us alive but it was 
fun to drive. All six of the 
boys chipped in$1.00 and that 
filled the tank. “I think that 
old car would bring a fortune 
now but so would all the cars 
we drove then. Frank Bauer 
had a 1936 Ford Coupe and 
we ran over to Laurel, Mary- 
land almost every weekend to 
the dances at Knotty Pine Tav- 
ern. That little black beauty 
could do 100-mph in second 
gear. Frank is gone now and 
I miss him. We used to sing 
and harmonize a lot just sitting 
down at the Center on the 
benches at night. Patrolman 
Buddy Attick liked to hear us 
sing but told us to “Tone it 
down, boys, people are trying 
to sleep.” That was it. No 
hassle! Modesty and morals 
were a HIGH pniority then and 
one City Ordinance placed a 
fine on women who wore 
shorts downtown. Well sir, 
one defiant gal wore hers to 
town, was cited by a police- 
man and all the men sitting 
around paid her ticket and 
complained about the Ordi- 
nance to the Mayor. No more 
such tickets were issued after 
that. Thus began “Women’s 
Rights” for Greenbelt.
